Eleven Men Originally Entombed by Gas 
Explosion at Cleveland Still Beneath 
Tons of Mud 


Cleveland, 0., July 25—Twenty- 
two men are dead and half a dozen 
others dying as the result of au ex- 
plosion of gas in a water works 
tunnel five miles from shore un- 
derneath Lake Erie late last night. 


All of the ten bodies so far recovered 
are of members of the first and second 
rescue parties. 
Eleven workmen orig- 
inally entombed are still buried. 
Res- 
cuers believe the tunnel caved in after 
the explosion and remaining victims are 
buried under tons of -mud and may not 
be reached for days. 


The dead include workmen who were 
trapped in the tunnel when gas exploded 
and members of two rescue parties who 
attempted to save the men first trapped. 


Of the dead eleven were in the force 
trapped by the explosion. None of these 
escaped. 
The first rescue party consist- 
ed of seven men. 
Four of them per- 
ished and three were saved. 
The second 
rescue party comprised eleven men. Six 
of these lost their lives and five escaped 
First Effort Futile. 


The first relief rescue party acooin- 
pushed nothing. 
The second saved one 
of the first relief expedition. 
No one 
has yet reached any of the original 
«leven caught in the workings. 
Of the 
eight rescuers who got out alive two 
died later. 
The others may die. 
Two 
men were also overcome by fumes who 
did not go into the timnel. 


A third rescue party entered the tun- 
nel at 8:30 and brought out alive Gus- 
tav C. Vandusen, superintendent of wa- 
ter works construction, who had headed 
the second relief force. 
Vandusen may 
die from his experiences. 
One body was 
also brought out by the third rescue 
party. 
This was a member of the sec- 
ond rescue crew. 
It had been supposed 
that Vandusen had perished. 


Without Oxygen Helmets. 


The tragic fate of the rescuers In the 
first and second instances was due to 
the fact that they worked without oxy- 
gen helmets which were unavailable. 
Of 
those rescued who afterwards died, no 
pulmotors were at hand for use in at- 
tempting to resuscitate them. 


This lack of rescue apparatus was 
roundly condemned by the rescuers, and 
Mayor Harry L. Davis today promised 
to conduct a rigid investigation into this 
Bhortcoming as well as into the catas- 
trophe itself. 


Long Delay Ensues. 


The third rescue party was equipped 
with helmets which had been assembled, 
but nearly eleven hours had elapsed 
following the explosion before sufficient 
equipment to fit out the third rescue 
party was at hand to permit a descent 
into the tunnel. 


The cause of the explosion has not 
yet been ascertained. 
It is supposed 
that some workman struck a pocket of 
gas with a pick, or possiblj- gas had 
collected in the tunnel and 
became 
ignited by an electric spark. 
The tun- 
nel was equipped with electrically driv- 
en machinery for excavating. 


First intimation of the disaster came 
about 9 o'clock when VVm. J. Dolan, 
lock tender in the air chamber at the 
entrance to the tunnel, heard the dull 
boom of an 
explosion. 
Dolan 
was 
thrown against the door leading from 
the air chamber into the tunnel. 
Deadly Fumes Pour Out. 


This door was jammed by the blast 
and deadly furaes poured out of the tun- 
nel almost overcoming Dolan. 
He fin- 
ally managed to close It, and then re- 
leasing the high pressure from the air 
chamber he opened the door leading to 
the crib above and gave the alarm to

BRITISH BLACKLIST

New York Committee Asks

Attempt of United States 
to Purchase Was Be- 
gun Long Ago.

Formal Address Here on

Indianapolis, July 
25.—Congressman 
John A. M. Adair was in Indianapolis 
Monday in conference with 
Chairman 
Bernard Korbly, of the democratic state 
central committee, planning for the act- 
ive opening of the state campaign with 
an address in Fort Wayne Aug. 17. 
The adjournment of the congress having 
been planned for about Aug. 19, when 
the senate has calculated upon 
finishing 
its 
work, 
Congressman 
Adair 
figures 
that he will be able to devote all bis 
time from that date until election to 
making speeches. 


Besides being the democratic nominee 
for- the office of governor Mr. Adair is 
also one of the best speakers in the state 
in any political party. 
He knows what 
the democratic party has done for tliu 
people of the state. and nation and he 
does not go outside the facts in telling 
the story. 
His five successive elections 
as congressman from the Eighth Indiana 
district are evidence that he has done 
good Avork and that he has the conlldence 
of the voters.

The first thing to think about is the care 
of the room. 
If one has to stay in bed or 
In a room, the most disquieting thing 
would bo a disorderly ropm. 
Bach morn- 
ing straighten the chaire. pick up the 
Inevitable little things that will get strewn 
around, and generally tidy the place. The 
invalid should have a bath each day— 
•pong* bath, of course.

In the water is very soothing, as well as 
cooling.

Comment Follows Rioting 
by Negroes and Shirking 
in the March. 


San Antonio, 
Texas, 
July 25.—The 
rioting of certain members of the Eighth 
Illinois infantry, 
composed of negroes, 
ind the alleged shirking of whole squads 
jf the First Illinois brigade on a practice 
narch yesterday, were 
the 
topics of 
uuch comment today. 


Negro guardsmen said that slurs cast 
Dn them by white, both civilian and mili- 
tary, led to the 
attack 
by 
Herbert 
Henne. 
Some of them 
chased Henne 
From his automobile into a saloon, where 
he defended 
himself 
until 
a 
provost 
guard of regulars arrived and fired on the 
militiamen, slightly wounding three of 
Ihem. The incident is regarded as close! 
ixcept for trial of the actual culprits. 


The troubles of the First Illinois brig- 
tde, composed of the First, Second and 
Seventh infantry regiments, according to 
the men, were due to the heat and an 
effort of the First regiment, 
generally 
rated as one of the best militia organiza- 
tions in the country, to set a new rec- 
ord for the 
distance to Leon Springs. 
Regular army 
officers, 
including Gen. 
Funston, charged 
shirking. 
The First 
set a rapid pace and gained fifty minutes 
on the other two regiments, but 
finished 
the ten miles of the day's route with 
forty per cent, of the 
roster 
missing. 
They fell out because of the heat, they 
said, but all were 
in the ranks this 
morning when the second stage of 
the 
march, ten miles, was begun. 
The sec- 
ond and the Seventh maintained a nor- 
mal cadence yesterday, and 
stood 
the 
heat much better than the First. 
Alto- 
gether, the showing of the brigade came 
as a painful surprise to Gen. Funston, 
who asserted that he knew the men were 
in good 
physical 
condition and needed 
even harder work to season them prop- 
erly. 


FUNSTON MAKES REPORT. 


Washington, Julv 25.—Maj. O n . Funs- 
ton todav made the following report to 
the war department regarding a. disturb- 
ance created by troops of tlio 
Eighth 
Illinois national guard regiment at San 
Antonio last night in which three of the 
men were slightly wounded by bull'-ts 
from the rifles of' the provost guard bo- 
fore order was restored: 


"About 5:30 p. m. today 
(-Tuly 24. 
after having been paid, about forty men 
of the Eighth Illinois (colored) were 3s- 
sembled in a saloon near the reserva- 
tion. 
Threats were made to throw out 
the white soldiers and

was taken prisoner by the 
Austrians. 
Lieutenant Marchal received his pilot's 
license in 1910.

He ^vas 
in Germany when the war broke out, 
but managed to get back to 
France.

"By the wholesale mas- 
sacre of innocent women and children, 
and by her brutal methods of warfare, 
Germany has alienated the sympathies 
of neutrals and the number of her ene- 
mies grows daily.

They are highly irritated be- 
cause at each pause 
in 
their daily 
round of toil they hear the rasiping 
buz-z-z 
of 
the 
light-winged 
locust 
across the waving corn fields. 


The locust sign is said to be one of the 
oldest 
weather 
omens 
on 
record. 
Egyptians, along the Nile river, hun- 
dreds of years before the Christian 
era, heeded the locust call as a cold 
wave prophecy. It has carried through 
the centuries and now like the world's 
oldest farmers the soil tillers of Allen 
county are saying, "I hear the locust 
buzzing. It means that we are to have 
early frost."

Inasmuch as

the swimming pool which will be an 
indoor innovation for Fort Wayne with

publicity division of the building and 
site committee, has taken 
an 
article 
from a medical journal which he thinks 
has its relative value to conditions which 
obtain in pools near Fort Wayne, though 
on a smaller scale. 


Stream Safety Important. 


"In cities like New York, situated on 
tidal water, the use of 
stream pools 
for bathing purpoHcs In the hummci--i.-, 
a' universal practice," says the article, 
"The question of the safety of these 
.^.tream pools is most important, espe- 
cially when the waters are depositories 
for sewage. 
Even 
the 
tidal 
water? 
around New York ai^e not sufficient to 
fomove the enormous amount of sewage 
that is deposited. 
While ordinarily the 
typhoid-colon element in water is not a 
large one because usually so soon and 
so much diluted, where there is bathing 
at the very points of discharge of the 
sewage, the danger to health is great, 
especially in respect to the spread of 
typhoid. 


Oiler Many Advantages. 


'As a matter of development in swim- 
ming pools the indoor pools offer many 
advantages 
and 
obviate 
the 
prolific 
source of infection carried by live sew- 
age. 
The installation of indoor swim- 
ming pools, as recommended by the New 
York department of health, 'will soon 
take the place , of the highly imsanitary 
stream swimming pools. 
But the in- 
stallation must be along propel lines as 
tn capacity, attendance, refiltration and 
chemical treatment else all 
the good 
that might accrtle from the indoor pool 
might be lost. 


, Chemical Treatment Necessaiy. 
"The larger the pool capacity^ in re- 
lation to the daily attendance and the 
greater the frequency of the change of 
watér, the safer is the nool. 
The least 
expensive and best method of maintain- 
ing pool sanitation is by refiltration of 
the wat«r used combined with' some 
chemical treatment, usually a cbagnlenf 
like aum or cp.ci!>m hyperchlorite." 


DRY8 LOSE AT BOONEVILLE. 


Headquarters First ludi&na Infantry, 
Llano Grande, Tex., July 25.—Signs of 
the time point to a somewhat perma> 
nent camp down here for the Indiana 
men. 
There is no official word, btit cir- 
cumstances indicate some degree of per- 
manency. For example, the commissary 
depot, which supplies the food for the 
regiments here, has been established at 
Mercedes, a few miles ,to the east. Now, 
however, along the railroad track and 
box car station, a large building is be- 
ing erected for the commissary depot, 
which is to be moved 
from 
Mercedes 
here. The camp is being piped through- 
out for water. This certainly will make 
for convenience in a country where the 
rain last week was the firat in eighteen 
months. 
But 
as 
a temporary camp 
proposition, however, the piping prob- 
ably would not be done. 


More significant? perhaps, is the semi- 
oflScial word that national guard offi- 
cers will be taken out of their organ- 
izations and sent out to regular army 
stations from time to time. It has been 
announced for example, that second lieu- 
tenants will be sent from their com- 
pany to other and regular army com- 
panies to be trained in their line du- 
ties, their "paper" (office routine) wor^ 
and other duties. 
After 
the 
second 
lieutenants have had their experience, 
then the first lieutenants are to go. 
Later the captains and so on up the 
line. 


It is pointed out that it will take 
some time for the several lieutenants 
to go the rounds, for example. 
In each 
regiment there are fifteen, and many 
regiments are here. 
There are more 
first lieutenants and by the time these 
and higher national guard officers have 
been sent the rounds to re.srular army 
posts, many months necessarily must 
pass. 


Some of the Indiana men are rest- 
less, particularly in the Third regiment. 
Thi.s is due chiefly to the fact that 
they still are in their "pup" tents. The 
breeze is the thing down here and the 
breeze not only makes it bearable, but 
comfortable and plea-sant in the eve- 
ning. 
With the conical, wall or pyra- 
rnidical tents, 
the 
breeze can surge 
through because the side walls can be 
raised—and are raised and never low- 
ered, tbroujchout the entire camp, With 
the side walls raised, the nights are 
pleasant—much more comfortable than 
Indianapolis on a sultry July evening. 


Burning Sun for Thirteen Hours. 
But imagine a sandy, loamy plain 
with practically no shade; a burning 
sun for thirteen or fourteen hours, with 
rays rhore" direct than at Indianapolis. 
Imagine a bit of canvas in that sun, 
at no place more than two feet above 
the sandy, loamy plain—a tent with no 
draft through, open only at one end. 
And then at the end of a hard day's 
real labor, you just crawl, as best you 
can. into that "pup" tent and you will 
realize somethine about stiffling, s\iffo- 
oating, hot weather, 
and 
the "pup" 
tents are still here. 


The men have a hcalthv camp site, 
plenty of fresh food coming in dailv, 
enough exercise at 
work 
and 
drill. 
Water has, in the past, been hard to get, 
but the or<Tanizations Tiave got what 
they needed and know where to get 
more. Now that the pipeline system is. 
about complete, 
the 
water problem, 
from t>p standnoint of bathing, as well 
ap -^rinV'Tior will r>n 
c^-mT^Viplv. 


lee remains a problem. Ice Is a ne- 
cessity, almost as much as water down 
here. 
And it is hard to get. When It 
does .come each regiment of say an av- 
erage of 1,000 men gets from three to 
five blocks that once, years ago. weigh- 
ed 300 pounds apiece. By the time they 
get to the regiments, however, they do 
not weigh more than 200 pounds apiece 
—and 600 pounds of Ice split twelve or 
thirteen ways does not go far.

Sea at Dieppe. 


Dieppe, 
July 
10.—(Correspondence 
of 
The 
Associated 
Press.)—Flotsam 
and jetsam cast up by equinoxial tides 
and sold here by auction under mari- 
time regulations that date frorn the 
time of Colbert, reflect each, year the 
destructive force of nature dn fury at 
sea. 
In ordinary years it is small 
wreckage that 
preaominates—minute 
salvage from sailing and fishing ves- 
sels such as pieces of rigging:, fishings 
nets, broken rudders, barrels of tar and 
so forth, but the 
wreckage 
washed 
ashore on the coast of Normandy has 
iately gone beyond all previous records. 


Jagged wounds in pieces of ships' 
hulls showing the traces of torpedoes, 
barrels, casks. Cases, 
njore or 
less 
chipped, dented or crusiied by contact 
with the sharp rèefs, with cordage and 
smashed 
cabin furniture, life-saving 
belts, bales of rubber and cotton, bar- 
rels of oil and molasses, casks of tal- 
low, with a conglomei-ation of appara- 
tus and parapherna.Ua suoh as none 
but a mariner could identify or con- 
nect with any rational use, were col- 
lected in one lot along with a baby's 
cradle and a beheaded doll. The cradle 
was almost intact, tlie body of the be- 
headed doll was blackened as if by 
powder. 


There are regular buyers of the flot- 
sam and Jetsam of 
this 
coast, 
wiio 
come here every year to speculate up- 
on the season's disasters. Tlie miscel- 
laneous debris of an average year has 
acquired a certain value that« none but 
these experts would ever venture to 
get out of it. 
This year, in harmony 
with the general moverr(ent, 
nearly 
everything brought war prices. 
There 
were some rare commodities in the sal- 
vage and there was sentiment.

$6 in six months, she told. 
They have 
been married eight years. 
There are two 
children. 


Webster, who did not have counsel in 
police court, but who took care of his 
own case, said there had been trouble be- 
tween himself and wife. 
He was given 
until Wednesday morning to furnish $200 
bond, which is to guarantee his keeping 
the children. 
Re says he does not think 
he can raise that amount. 
Kerr told 
Webster that he should furnish bond or 
go to work on the roads in order that 
money can be had for the children. 


Given Heavy Fine.

London, July 25.—A dispatch 
from 
Berne by way of 
Pontarlier, 
France, 
given out today by the Wireless press, 
says: 
"Another 
speech 
by 
Emperor 
William during his recent visit to the 
Somnie front is being discussed in Ber- 
lin. 
The emperor said: 


"'Comrades: It is your especial priv- 
ilege to fight against the English, which 
means that you are fighting against a 
nation that has sworn to destroy Ger- 
many. 
The English built up during the 
years before the war the combination of 
countries which at a given signal fell 
upon us, attacked us, the most peaceful 
and peace desiring people in the world. 
The English led us to believe they were 
our friends when they were actually 
plotting our destruction. 


"'English diplomacy 
brought 
about 
the war and now an English offensive 
is intended to carry the operations to 
German soil, into our towns and vil- 
lages, to the peril and undoing of our 
helpless 
women and 
children. 
Your 
duty is to break the English offensive; 
to prove once more that Germany is in- 
vincible, and reduce to despair the re- 
lentless enemies of our country so that 
they will sue for peace on terms hon- 
orable and profitable to Germany.' 


"From conservative circles in Berlin 
comes the announcement that when the 
reichstag assembles in the autumn an 
interpellation will be addressed to the 
imperial cliancellor asking why inspiring 
speeches by the emperor at the front 
are withheld from general publication ?"
